'riiere seems no need to argneor defend propi>:>;i!on8 
so plain os those in the resolutions rend. There eerfsiuly 
can be no need of any argument as to the character 
quality of the pro-slavery political parties and churches 
of the country. If there were need of’it. Dr. Oheever 
is far more able than I am to do that work, and quite as 
ready and willing. But the question is, wlio shall re¬ 
prove Dr. Olieevcr ? The question is, who shall ejcamioe, 
illustrate and re|K>rt upon the character and quality of 
wimt we call Anti-Slavery in the Chnrch and iu the 
Government? There certainly is great need of new 
ilefiuitiODS in our country. The reading of that Belgian 
protest is very signiBcant in exhibiting the necessity of 
such dcGnitions. Hero is an Address, earnest, sincere, 
honest, well-meaut, in every respect; but it is a very badly 
directed address. There is a strange ami very nnfortn- 
nate misnomer about iL It is directed to those “ Churches 
ami Christimis in the United Stales who ujiluM Slavery ' 
(laughter.) Mr. Chairman, it is tima tbia Hocietj, 
some oiher gathering, nheiuld instrnct the Christians 
Belgiumrif they have them there, and in all other parts 
of Uic world, on that particnLir subject. They have no 
conception of wliat slavery is. If they understood what 
jit is in our country, and what it is to sustain and uphold 
it, not to say extend it, they never would address any 
memorial in that way. We have other evils iu our 
try besides slavery—small in comparison, but still evils. 
We have horse-stealing, we have robbery of hen-roosts, 
we have adultery and adulterers, and we have all the 
I details of crime and sin forbidden or condemned in the 
Ten Uommaudmenta and the Sermon on the Mount; but 
how would a petition, or remonstraneq^Bok, coming from 
Great Britain or from the ContinenXaddressed “ to those 
Christians and Chriatian Churches bf the United Stales 
that uphold horse-stealing “ to those Christians and 
Christian Churches in the United States that uphold 
[adultery and fornication ”?—“ to those ChrisUans and 
jCliristian Churches in the United States that rob hen- 
■rooatsor establisbanu institute the robbing of hen-roosts ”? 
Ilf the people of those conntriea understood slavery to be 
" bad as the robbing of hen-roosts, they would not charge 
r Christians and Christian Churches with it They 
fwould conceive it in bad taste to do so, and would not do 

E it,^ for that reason, if for no other. Here we have slavery. 
to tallt about it as " the sum of all viUanies,” but “ vil- 
ny ’ has come to be so moderate a term in our country 
lat “ the sum of all villaniea ” is not mnch to be ashamed 
»i. We have slavery—an unutterable, indescribable 
ibomioalion. Language breaks down when we attempt I 
" describe it Every other sin in the land pales into 
when yon speak of slavery; ami yet, there is 
:uch a mistaken conception of its character, in every coun¬ 
try of the civUisKid world, that it is really snppoarf and 
believed that Chrisliaus may honestly uphold and extend 
I the institution. Now, I think we must have new defini- 

t tions of Christian and Christianity, of the Ghnrch and 
f Ministers, of the Gospel, and all those technical reU- 
,ious terms. Ut the whole vocabulary be changed, or 
Ise Jet 03 make it uuderstood that slavery is a thing so 
Jntterly horrible and atrocious iu its character and in its 
■quality that no one can even presume it poesibie that 
^Chrlstiaus can bold slaves. 

Bat, then, we must not wonder that the Belgian 
Chard.es tmAe that mistake, for in onr country the same 
difficulty exists. We have just had formed in Massachu¬ 
setts a “ Church Anti-Slavery Association.” It is made 
np entirely of ministers and members of evangelical 
Churches. There was asumed to be a necessity for it, 
the part of thoee nuder whoseanspices it was formed, 
|b^^, as they said, there was no Church organization 
D^ing a tetimony against slavery, l-hey summoned, 
all ^ spirit and energy they could arouse in the Churches 
of New England and New York, and there gathered in 
the City of Worcester some fifty ministers and members 
w the varioos evangelical denominaUons in the six New 
'-■ogland States and the State of New York, 
there be any preference 


that such a mistake exists. I am afraid it is partly the 
fault of our association, in according so much of anti- 
slavery fidelity and character to these spurious institu¬ 
tions and associations of onr country, that this terrible 
mistake has been made all over the civilized world; and 
I came to this meeting with the hope that, we should be 
'able to do something to correct that mistake. I do not 
care anything about the American Tract Society; Dr. 
Oheever can take care of that. I do not care anything 
about the American Bible Society ; the New York In¬ 
dependent is watching that. I care very little about the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Chnrch, Old 
School or New School; almost the whole of New Eng- 
land Orthodoxy condemns them. Bat my difficulty is, to 
so shape and so qualify the anti-slavery enterprise, that 
Christiana (if they have that commodity in Great Bri¬ 
tain and the Old World) may not make the mistake which 
those of Belgium appear to have made. I do not think 
it is for ns to be particnlar about nnmasking the Ameri¬ 
can Tract Society, nor any of those large popular asso¬ 
ciations to which I have referred; but there is a necessity 
that we discriminate between tree and false—betwixt 
that which is real and that which is only apparent—be¬ 
twixt that which ia a apeciort" rhnm and w!' ' ' 
stern and almighty reality; and we never shall do it | 
until we take the institutions and associations mentioned 
in those resolutions which I read to the meeting, and class 
them where they belong—on the side of the oppressor, 
heart and hand. 

It does not follow that we must consequently brand 
every mac in those institotions as at heart a slaveholder, 
but it is absolutely necessary that we make slavery so 
hateful and so horrible that the iustincta of nniversal 
humanity will condemn it,nnd never dream that it is pos¬ 
sible that a man can be a slaveholder and yet be a Chris- j 
tian. We have bad scenes of a fearful character, of late, 
Washington, and elsewhere; and I suppose no oue would 
ever think it poesibie that Daniel E. Sickles conld be a 
Christian, or his murdered victim much of a saint, or his 
wife, still living, any better than Mary Magdalen, after 
her conversion. But what is all that ia terrible connected 
with those individnals compared with slavery ? If every 
black Sickles in the South, whose bed and marriage 
rights have been invaded, could avenge his wrong in the 
same terrible manner, what a Golgotha, what a field of 
blood would not the whole Sonth present to oar view ? 
(Applanse.) And yet, we are to believe that theinstitn- 
tion which maltiplics that Washington tragedy ten thou¬ 
sand times ten thousand fold is not so accursed but that 
men may be partakers in its guilt and yet be Christians I 
Mr. Chairman, I, for one, have got tired of these mis¬ 
takes. I fear I have had something to do with the 
authorship of them. I, too, have expressed ray approba¬ 
tion of the position and the preaehing of men like Dr. 
Cheever and Henry Ward Seccher ; but yet, the vilest 
slave-breeder and slave-driver ih all the land is not vile | 
enough to induce those men to withdraw Ohristian fel¬ 
lowship and communion from him. Mr. President, 
shall we think of it ? Do yon wish me, or does this | 
Society wish me, to extend the right band of anti-slavery 
fellowship to men who, however bold and faithful their 
denunciations against slavery, will yet clasp, in Christian 
brotherhood, the right hand of the murderous slaveholder 
of the South? 

Now, I think one thing further ought to be said.. 
The men for whom apology would oftenest be made— 
those good Christian men referred to in the Belgian pro¬ 
test, and by the Church Anti-Slavery Association recently 
formed iu W»jrewfer—the men in whose behalf excep¬ 
tions are. made—I have no doubt are the most guilty 
of all; for the institution would crumble to pieces 
by its own rottenness if it were only cemented by such 
■iepravitics as the hearts and hands of “ Simon Degrees " 
—wonlditnet? Itisyour ” Sbelbys” and ‘‘ SL Clairs ' 
who perpetuate the slave system; those meu to whom 
Dr. Oheever gives the right hand of Christian fellowship. 
What can a “ Simon Legree ” do to perpetuate slavery ? 
What can the miserable slave-breeder, who boasts that 
his beautiful females are soon to become mothers, himself 
the father of their children, do for the system ? What 
those meu do who offer a reward of $25 for the 
beat specimen of an imported hale African, as was done, 
not long since, by an agricnltural society in one of the 
counties of Georgia ? Can anything be more clear, Mr. 
President, than that soeb men rain down odium on the 
institution ? Why, the very electricity of their damning 
depravity would dash it in pieces were it not for the 
lightning rods reared in its defence by yonr “ Shelbys 
and “ St. Clairs ” (loud applause). And then. Dr. 
Cheever, and Ward Beecher, and the New York Inde¬ 
pendent, most extend to them the right hand of Chriatian 
fellowship, and the Americas Anti-Slavery Society must 
acknowledge them as real religions, Christian anti-slavery 
preachers and men! I comprehend not sneb logic. 

I fear, Mr. President, that “judgment must begin at 
e house of God ” in this matter, and that it is we our¬ 
selves who have yet to repent. When we shall have 
made slavery the atrocity that it ia, and shall have denied 
to slaveholders and their abettors all right and claim to 
be considered other than thieves, adulterers and robbers, 
and when we shall have classed onr Church Anti-Slavery 
Society and Boston American Tract Society with them, 
as they choose to class themselves, we shall at least have 
washed our bands from all participation in that guilt. 
And that is of more consequence than any other work 
we can ever do. “ He that ia not for ns is against ns,” 
was the doctrine on Jndea’s plains eighteen hundred 
years ago. I do not believe that philrsopby will ever 
change. Where is Henry Ward Beecher to-day? 
Where will he be to-morrow ? Tboogb entreated and 
besought to come to our platform and give bis testimony 
in behalf of the anti-slavery movement, we see him not. 
Bat when that corrupt, conservative and absolntely 
criminal Tract Society invites him to its platform, he 
makes haste to comply. To-morrow, yon must go there 
to bear him. 

Mr. Chairman, I must bring my rensarks to a speedy 
close, for my own sake as well as for yonrs, and for that 
of the andience. But one word in regard to the political 
aspect of the present movement. The resolution refers 
to the Republican party ; and there, again, I think, we 
have labored under a great mistake. That the party 
compriKS men, maltitnd^ of men, whose hearts are right 
the sight of God, 1 have no doubt, but the resolution 
affirms the truth in regard to them, that their sympathies, 
their purposes, their consciences, their acts, are all per- 
consequence of the false aud corrupt leadership 
of that party. When Stephen Arnold Douglas made 
bis first speech apparently evidencing his defection from 
the Democratic party, I was mnch struck with the atten¬ 
tive ear that the Republican prras and party of the North

Now, then, I think the same mistake that we have 
made in regard to the Church, in regard to Dr. Oheever, 
and those other institutions and individuals whose names 
I mentioned, we have also made in regard to politics, and 
that we are absolutely strengthening the bands of 
enemies, and at oar own expense, when we make it; until it 
has come to this now, that the Repnblican party turns 
round and reproaches the Anti-Slavery Society for its 
noD-tfficiency in the anti-slavery cause. They have 
seeded, transcended, outdone us, so they say. They have 
accomplished all that we ever proposed to accomplish, and 
have done a great deal more that we did not dream of 
doing. When I bear Republicans talk in that way of the 
Anti-Slavery Society, especially of the American Society, 
with its Executive Committee, its editors, its organs, and 
other appliances, I am reminded of the anecdote of an old 
slave in Yirginia, who constituted the mate and all bands 
of a craft that plied np and down one of the rivers 
bays of that State, with its cargo of onions and other 
vegetables, in which that State sometimes finds occasion 
to deal when it is not wholly confined to the breeding of 
slaves. The captain was the owner of the craft. The 
slave’s name was Mopus; but the latter syllable was 
generally dropped, and then it was “ Mope ”—and a pretty 
expressive name, too. One night, the captain, having been 
beating about in rough weather for some time, and feel¬ 
ing quite tired out, as the night was clear, and the north 
star very conspicuona in the heavens, thought he would 
trust old Mopus with the helm and turn in and go to 
sleep. So he called Mopos to him to give him his direc- 
and told him to steer directly for the north star, and 
then went below and turned in. Well, old Mopus kept 
the schooner straight very well for a time, until by and 
by it occurred to him that he might as well smoke his 
pipe, and so be went to work to light it. While he was 
doing this, a breeze sprung up, the sail began to flap, he 
became a little confused, and before he bad fiilly reco¬ 
vered his self-possesion, the vessel had wheeled right 
about, and was making straight for Point Comfort, from 
whence they had started. By and by the captain woke 
np, and, on going upon deck, saw that the schooner was 
headed the wrong way, and began to swear at old Mopus, 
and ask him what he bad been about. Said he, “ Didn’t I 
tell you to steer for the north star? and here you have 
been running with it right astern.” “ Oh, yes,” said Mopus, 
gorry, massa, we passed the north star about an hour 
ago ” (laughter). So it is with the Republican party ;

All these 
speakers advocated active and energetic measnres in all 
the Northern States for the enactment of laws prohibiting 
slave hunting and catching-for the abolition of all laws 
proscribing the colored population, subjecting them to 
any special burden, or depriving them, or their children, 
of any of their rights, in regard to schools, the elective 
franchise, &c. &c. 

Wendell Phillips thought that if the right man 
conld be found to take in chaise an increased circulation 
of The Standard, a man experienced in snch business, j 
the means to sustain him conld bo found. 

Charles L. Remond advised to have one or more 
special additional agents appointed to work in our prin¬ 
cipal cities. He alluded to the proscriptive rules towards 
the colored people prevailing in the omnibuses and avenne 
cars of this city generally, and thought that a special 
ageuey might very properly be instituted to convert the 
y :.r New York to common bnmanity and decency on 
s subject.

SPEECH OP REV. A. JiL MILLIGAN. 

Mb. President and Friends op Ihe Slave : I come 
before yon this evening, to cast my mite in aid of the canse 
of Liberty and Humanity. This is not a mere political 
gathering, not a mere squabble for the emoluments of 
office; if it were, I hud not been on this platform to-night. 
The cause for which we have come together is not merely 
affecting the rights and liberties of four millions 
of colored people, but affi/cting the rights and liberties of | 
twenty millions of white men, composing this great 
nation, and affecting the destiny of the untold millions 
who are hereafter to people' this great, new country. 
While one man wears a chain, no man can be entirely 
free. This fact of the enslavement of a portion of 
citizens ia already making its mark very sensibly upon the 
masses of the inhabitauta of this country, as is mani¬ 
fest in the imprisonment, in the “ City of Brotherly 
Love,” in the dungeons of Moyamensing, of an individual 
of pure white extraction, for having declared, to one of 
those who had none to plead her rights, that by the laws 
of Fcnnsylvania she was free ; in the fact that around 
the Oourt-house in the city of Boston chains are drawn, 
and ruthless bands drag bock to bondage, from a reluc-1 
tant people, a man who bad cast eff bis fetters, and 
sought refuge and protection beneath the shadow of| 
Banker Hill; in the fact of the trial of twenty mostj 
respectable citizens of Ohio for having snatched from the j 
hands of the kidnapper a man who, by his own noble 
achievements, bad earned for himself freedom; in the 
outrages in Kansas, and in the fact that if an anti-slavery 
man preaches “ deliverance to the captive, and the open¬ 
ing of the prison doors to them that are boand,” within 
the limits of this professed free Bepnblic, he most do it | 
at the risk of bis life. 

The straggle which Is now going on, the agitation 
which exists in our country, ia not the work of a few 
fanatical men ; it is the outgoing of a great principle; it | 
is the life-struggle of a great truth, whose birth 
eternity, and the womb of whose conception was the | 
bosom of the Eternal. The sound which we hear 
deep rumbling of the volcanic fires enkindled in the great I 
heart of the pommunity. The principles of this great 
straggle nuderlie all the relations of man to his fellow- 
1 , and the creature to his Creator. It is a fact that 
he who strikes at the subject, invades the sovereignty of j 
the sovereign; that he who attacks the sovereign assails 
all his subjects. There is a bond of connection between 
those in authority and those under authority, that iden¬ 
tifies them, so that he who tonches one of them touches | 
the apple of the eye of him who rules over them; and 
hence those who assail the rights of the feeblest citizen 
strike at the very foundations of government; and he 
who touches one of those who are Christ’s subjects, 
tonches the apple of His eye ; and hence they not only 
levy war upon humanity, but also upon God, as He is 
the Sovereign of the universe, os He is the Creator of| 
man, and it is by Him that man is endowed with those 
noble and inalienable rights which He is bound to sup¬ 
port. This principle is very clearly, and in language 
almost inspired, presented in the great declaration of this 
nation’s independence. It is there declared that man is 
endowed with “ certain inalienable rights, among which 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness ”; that those 
rights are not only privileges belonging to man, but that | 
they are privileges conferred upon him by that Being who 
created him ; that they are birth-right privil^es, guar¬ 
anteed to him by his Creator, and that he is to be de¬ 
fended in their enjoyment by Him who has given him 
those rights. This principle is also very clearly and fully 
expressed in the whole Word of God. The first great 
commandment is, “ Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, with all thy soul, with all thy strength 
and with all thy mind ”; and the second is like unto it, 
namely, this—" Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
Upon these two commandments hang all the law and the 
prophets.” That is the declaration of Him who spoke 
through those inspired prophets; that ia the declaration 
of Him who gave that law; and we must come to one 


or the other of two conclnsions, either that the Word 
of God is inconsistent with itself, and a tissue of fictions, 
or that the whole Word of God is in consistency with 
those two commandments which require man to love his 
neighbor as himself, and to honor aad serve his God. 
Hence the question which is properly before those who 
are vindicating the right- of the slave is two fold, aud yet 
really but one. It ia a qn^ition which respects the rights 
of God in the first place, and the rights of man 
second place. The great moral arch cannot be invaded 
in one of i's parts without marring and destroying the 
whole. 

’The early settlers of this conntry were heirs to the great 
principles of liberty, civil and religions. In the early 
history of the colonies, when met tr^ether in solemn 
ibly, they considered the doenments prepared by the 
great Westminister Assembly, and declared that, with 
very few exceptions, they endorsed and adopted them 
and that without any exception, they endorsed and adopted 
the solemn League and Covenant of England, Scotland 
and Ireland. Hence, we find, in their Declaration of In¬ 
dependence, the great prinoiplr oIbI-J at the outset, that 
de^'s his rights from God, and \>e finrUric Cvlt 


when engaged in their struggle for independence, placing 
their reliance upon the God of battles in the mainte¬ 
nance of their liberties. The character, however, of this 
nation very early underwent a change. That people who 
had hnrled down the gauntlet of defiance at the feet of 
the tyrants of the world—that people who had called npon 
their colored brethren to aid them in their straggle for 
liberty, with the promise that they should be sharers in 
the boon—that people very soon forgot their indebtedn^ 
to God, and their indebtedness to those who bad shed 
their blood as freely as they had shed theirs in defence of 
the liberties of the country; and only twelve years later, 
they changed very materially their government, which bad 
been established in dependence npon God and ascribing 
honor to His name. That was the age when infidelity was 
prevalent in France, and from France had found its way 
to this coontrj, which bad been aided by France in 
achieving its liberties. The nation bad attained a name 
and position among the people of the earth ; they b^an 
to anticipate for themselves great things; they b^an to 
dream of a great and powerful government, that should 
gather in all the nations of the earth, and, in order that 
they might make a platform on which the Mahomedan, 
the Pagan, the Jew, the slqveholder, and all, of whatever 
character, might stand, they entered into a compact, they 
framed an instrement from which not only is the name of 
God and the name of the Son of God omitted, hot the 
law of God was dishonored and degraded from its high 
place as the supreme rule of man’s conduct, and another 
code substituted in its place, which is in direct conflict 
with that eternal law of the Eternal Lawgiver. The 
rights of God are respected and the rights of man guar¬ 
anteed in the Declaration of Independence; the rights of | 
man, and the rights of God, in the Constitution, are 
equally withheld. And hence, while we are carrying on 
this battle, while we are waging this war npon the strong¬ 
hold of the enemy, it becomes ns to remember all the 
points of assault, and, in an especial manner, all the help 
upon which we may properly expect to lean ; and while 
calling npon man to rouse himself, and exert the 
faculties which God has given him, and to defend the 
privifeges which God baa guaranteed to him, let ns call 
upon God to rouse himself in his might, for His foes are 
raging, and come to the rescue of His own prerogatives 
and the resene of His own snbjects. 

The Word of God is a sword. It Is a weapon that lias 
i«Mu mijJtjIjii.AiiMtIgfr’yod, liTflie pulling diT^ii of the 
strongholds'of sin and of Satan, but that weapon, like 
all the weapons of the Chrisliun’s warfare, is mighty pecu¬ 
liarly through God, and, as the apostle directs, should bo 
nsed with all prayer and supplication. The Word of 
'lod ia a pow"r, but that power ia only felt in all ite 
potenuj -iien it k- applied by the Spirit which indited 
the Scripture. . nod hence it becomes ns, in engaging in 
this conflict, to take ari” ' in God’s name, to fight 
the battles of tl)." Lord whi.. a-, are fighting the battles 
of the people, ami depend upon Hiu-- who alone can give 
success aud effect to the cause in which Wc are engaged. 

That there was a revolution in the sentimeufr of this 
nation, that that revolution was manifested and clearly 
displayed in that instrument which is the bond of our 
nation’s compact, is evident from the fact that, from the 
adoption of that instrument, the course of the ounutry has 
been materially changed. Up to that day, slavery 
many of the States was dying out; from that day, slavery 
has increased in strength, until it bos become a power ii 
the government, and by that power it has gone forward 
with giant strides, aiming at and vigorously aspiring to 
a universal supremacy in the laud. In that Constitution, 
there is a compact between the several States, by which 
they are not only bound together in general terms mutu¬ 
ally to aid and sustain each other, in which they not only 
guarantee to each other certain rights and privileges, but 
a compact in which there is a distinct stipulation giving to 
the slaveholder political power in proportion to the num¬ 
ber of human beings whom he bolds in bondage. In it 
there is a guarantee given by #very State of the Union that 
they will return to his servitude the flying fugitive from 
bondage; that they will suppress domestic insurrections 
that they will resist foreign invaaiona, and that they will 
protect I'rom domestic violence those who stand with their 
feet upon the necks of the bondmen. In this compact, 
then, there is, distinctly and manifeacly, a pledge of all 
the States in this great Union to hold the slave in bond¬ 
age, so long as bis master chooses to claim the guarantee 
given to him by that compact To this compact every offi¬ 
cer of the government must bind his soul in a solemn vow 
ere he can enter upon his office; to this compact, every 
foreigner must declare bis allegiance before be can be ad¬ 
mitted to citizenship; aud to this compact every native born 
citizen must lend his influence, and, through his representa¬ 
tive, give his oath-bound pledge, ere he can enjoy the God- 
given right of the elective franchise; thus securing to the 
slaveholdeia not only the pledge of the States, not only 
the pledge of the officers of government. Federal and 
State, but the pledge of every citizen who chooses to 
avail himself of the rights of citizenship, and take part 
the formation of the laws under which he is to live ; and 
so every citizen is, by this iniquitous scheme, bound to the 
support of the atrocious system of slavery, and is himself 
a slave. 

Mr. Milligan then reviewed the progress of the anti-1 
slavery movement from its inception np to the present 
hour, and said that, iu view of the wonderful change in 
public sentiment upon this question, the friends of the 
slave had cause to thank God and take courage. He had 

80 large a charity upon this subject, or perhaps_ 

anxious to count friends to this cause, that he was willing 
to extend a welcome and a word of cheer to all who hud 
undertaken, in whatever form, the advocacy of this great 
principle, and who were found, at whatever stage of pro¬ 
gress, laboring for this great truth. An army did not 
consist all ol generals, or of riflemen, or cavalry, but each, 
in ite place, under proper leaders, was capable of doing 
good execution ; so, in this great warfare, they had need 
of all kinds of soldiers. He bad no doubt that the plat¬ 
form on which he stood was the honored platform of this 
peat principle; that it was, at least, one of the witnesses 
this great cause, one of the standard-bearers in this 
great army; and he believed that from the testimony 
offered here, the other advocates of the rights of the 
slave and the cause of humanity had borrowed their 
thunder, and learned their alphabet (applause). But he 
desired to enumerate among the friends of the cause not 
only the great American Anti-Slavery Society—great, 
not BO mnch, perhaps, in ite numbers, as great in jta prin¬ 
ciples, and great in ite integrity and unflinchiog zeal in the 
cause—but to place side by side with that Society another 


°'»cnTe, but not less zealous, in some 
which he had the honor 
h^dH '“r ^Web, although 

vas HtartS* ° ® extent, the object for which it 
started had yet done much to enlighten the commu- 
mty upon this subject, and reached a class of minds that 
could not be reached from that platform. While he 
charged every individual who swore to support the in¬ 
iquitous Constitution of the United States with being 
particeps criminis in the crime of slavery, there was, 
nevertheless, in their action, a gain to the great cause! 
So also of the Churches. Some Cbnrches had taken 
steps in the right direction, feeble though they might be, 
and he was willing to give them credit for it, allhough 
they were not willing to ent loose from the eccteiaatical 
organizations and from the Constitution. 

The Abolitionists had to thank the slave-owners for 
doing the greater part of the work that had been accom¬ 
plished, for he saw, in the repeated acta of aggression of 
the Slave Power, the band of God, causing the slaveholder 
himself to break the chain ami nobind the yoke with 
which be had been oppressing hm victim. When be 
liXiked baclr anil Su.. the progit-:! that had been made, 
and saw, on every hand, new friends of the canse spring¬ 
ing np, be felt that they bad reason to thank God and 
take courage—to “set npan Ebemzer.and say. Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped ns.” 

In looking forward to the fotare of this struggle, said 
Mr. M., there can be, in the mind of every thinking man, 
hesitation or donbt as to the actual resnlt. If a cause 
be of God, yon cannot overturn it; and if ever any cause 
demonstrated itself to be the canse of God, this canse has 
so demonstrated itself. In looking at the straggle in which 
we are engaged, I admit that only one feature has been 
prominently bronght forward. 1 adroit that onr atten¬ 
tion has been directed mainly, if not entirely, to the infln- 
ence of this institution, and to the influence of this go¬ 
vernment, npon the rights of mao ; hot,at thesame time, 
when ite end shall have been accomplished, when the 
“ good time coming,” which we have been expecting, shall 
have folly come, there will be so plain and potent a mani¬ 
festation of the operation of God in the work that men 
will see and acknowledge His hand, and say, “ God has 
done great things for ns ”; so that that feature, which 
baa not been prominently brought forward in the begin¬ 
ning, will be the great and crowning trinmph in the end 
(applanse). 

Mr. M. then alluded to the struggle for liberty which 
seems to be close at hand in the old world, and inquired 
if the children of revolutionary patriots in this land should 
allow their liberties to be trampled upon, and allow font 
millions of the brotherhood of man to beernsbed beneath 
the weight of a most nnrelenting and accursed bondage, 
and remain supinely on their bocks without moving in the 
great struggle. He would ask if the aggressions of the 
Slave Power had not been snfficicntly grievous and oppres¬ 
sive ? Did it need that any more of their citizens should 
be imprisoned ?—should they wait until any more blood 
be spilt?—or should they imitate the example of their 
noble forefathers, and enter into the struggle? It w-is 
not necessary that they should take up the sword, for the 
North had only to speak out, and give expression to her 
moral sentiment, and the destruction of slavery was 
accomplished. He called npon every true-hearted Ame¬ 
rican to rise for his conntry. He called upon every 
Christian, every lover of bis God, to strike for his altar. 
He called upon every friend of free speech, a free press 
and u free pulpit, and a free religion, to give nttoi-Hneu Iu 
a voice of protest that shall make tba tyrant tremble in 
aia.'seal, anti lu.-.kf It.ocUain:’ to'fuir iViim the'f tncMti! 
and the oppressed (load applause). 

In conelu-sion, Mr. Milligan said- My last word is, to 
thank the E.xeculive Coraiuittec of the Anti-Slavery 
Society for giving me the opportunity of uttering my 
thonght upon this free platform. I feel that they have con¬ 
ferred npon me a very high tiuriar. 1 feel that this plat¬ 
form is an bistufical oue. I leel that the men who are 
acting here to-day ate enacting history, aud I leave it to 
posterity to write that history and seal the record. And 
while Doctors of Divinity are shaking their bends, while 
faint-hearted friends are expressing thoir fears, 1 call npon 
the community to give it to the winds, to photograph it 
apon the canopy of heaven, to take a pen of iron, with 
the point of a diamond, and write it upon the rocks forever, 
that a (bember of the Old School Covenanter Chnrch—a 
class of people who are known to have a spinal column, 
a back-bone, ffA will not bend to flattery nor bow to 
power—has stood upon their platform, has given bis 
assent to their testimony against the hlack institution of 
this land, against the Constitution, wbiefi h'ka gsveu it 
strength and vitality, against the administration uf the 
government that has gone beyond the Constitution to" 
impose this sin npon the Territories, against the Churches 
which have given it their sanction Uod their plaudits, aud 
against all those who are in any way concerned in bolding 
millions of their fellow-men in bondage (applause). 

Mr. Garrison— The Anti-Slavery platform afl’ords the 
largest liberty of expresskm on the part of every one 
standing npon it. Our respected friend, Mr. Milligan, 
has given os the view of the constitutional compact as it 
has always been understood and interpreted by this nation, 
binding North and South together iu one bond, whereby 
slavery ia made possible, and ite perpetuation as sure as 
anything can be. Onr friend, Judge Culver, who is to 
follow him, I nnderstaud may give us a different view of 
the question, as it lies in his own mind, so that we shall 
have both sides of the constitutional question presented. 
But I will not anticipate : “ he is of age, and can speak 
for himself.” 

Judge Culver was greeted with hearty applanse as he 
took the platform. He said : 

SPEECH OF HON. R D. CULVER. 

Mr. Pmesidknt, Ladies and Gentlemen : Hereiu 
ia your liberality commended beyond any Society that 
holds ite anniversary the present week in this city, that 
you have invited to your platform one who has never 
been identified with yon iu your mode of action.

These are some of the results accomplished by tbeanti- 
avery enterprise.

Mrs. M. said she had ja«t left a large company of 
women, gathered together to consider the great principles 
and testimonies of the Qnaker Society. Anti-Slavery bad 
occupied their attention a part of the lime. This Society, 
allhoogh it did not come strictly into the category ol 
those who were in communion with slaveholders, bad yet, 
owing to the various causes which had operated npon the 
whole country, been slow to speak out and act out, hon¬ 
estly and faitbfally, their anti-slavery principles and sen¬ 
timents. They had needed laborers among them, as in 
other Societies, and their labors had not been without 
their effect. The efforts which had been made in the 
land had produced a result at which they all rejoiced, 
giving, as it did, evidence of great gain to the cause. 

Mrs. Mott then referred to the importance of adhering 
to the principle of moral suasion as the most effectui 
means for the accompllabmeut of this great work. She 
hoped they would not Ipe* their faith on this point. | 
They shonld all rejneniber that they set ont on the ground 
of moral rwistance—not merely passive resistance, but 
resolved to go forth with weapons that were not carnal, 
blit spiritual, and which had proved mighty, through 
God, as far as they had been wielded, to the pulling down 
Of this stronghold. She believed, if they continued to 
wield these weapons, they would go on, conquering and 
to conquer. 

Eev. Mr. Notes, of Hope Chapel Independent Church, 
..as the next speaker. He said he had not expected to 
speak until the afternoon session, but he had accepted the 
invitation tendered him but a moment before, without 
hesitation. The remarks of Dr. Furness yesterday, in 
reference to the reluctance he once felt to take part in the 
anti-slavery struggle, had touched his heart deeply, for 
it was his own experience.

He was a Eepublican, and deemed it his duty, 
on all occasions, to cast his vote for that man who repre i 
seuted most nearly the anti-slavery principle; but be 
was forced to confess that he saw in that parly signs ol 
yielding this principle of resistance to slavery, lopping 
off a little here to suit the American party,, and a little 
there to secure the cooperation of the comservative ele¬ 
ment in the Northern slave States. He did not find in 
politicians that faith in man, that I'ailh in God, that faith 
truth, which would lead them to do as that Society 
had done, go forth in the strength of the grand idea ol 
universal liberty, which was the all-conqneriog power.

in the way of the deliverance of the slave. Everything 
was to be tested by that. There was no test so sure, so 
vital, so cempr.chgnsive, as the slave. A man might ^ve_ 
the sentiment of anti slavery in his head and in his heart, 
and for that sentiment be willing to go some distance, 
and make considerable sacrifices ; bnt if there was any-1 
thiig dearer to him than the slave, as a man and a brother, 
he had yet to learn his whole dnty, and to remember that 
the whole law must be kept. Now, said Mr. G., I know of 

_j„ this country who is speaking such words of 

power against slavery as Dr. Chcever ; no man who is so 
gifted in the graphic power of delineation as to the hor¬ 
rible enormity of the sin of slavery, and of complicity 
with it, as Dr. Cbeever ; bnt yet, there is something, after 
ail, I apprehend, growing out of his edneation and posi¬ 
tion which is of more importance to him than the slave 
and his deliverance (“hear, bear”). I will illustrate 
this by stating that, last May, after the conflict which he 
had in the Tract Society meeting, when be found himself 
borne down to the ground, with hardly a solitary 
comparatively, to stand by bis side, I ventured to call 
to thank him for what he bad done 
meeting. Being very anxious to know what he intended 
the future—for it seemed to me that God bad I 
given him an noparalleled opportunity to he the great 
Luther of onr movement, religiou.sly speaking—I said to 
Doctor, what do yon and those who have been 
voted down mean to do! Do yon mean to shake off the 
dost of your feet against the Tract Society, as Ihorongbly 
wiekBd and nncbrisiian, and organize a Society on a new 
basis, with the broad declaration thrown out to the coun¬ 
try, that among the sins to be assailed and to be put 
down by this new Society will be the sin of American 
slavery! Do yon mean to secede ? ” “ Oh, no ; wemean 
to have another fight.” Alter a little more conversation, 
at ihe convenient point, I said to him, “ Dr. Cheever, sup¬ 
pose it bad been another question ; suppose that the Exe- 
entive Committee of the Tract Society had declared that 
they would not allow anything to appear, in any of the 
Tract Society’s publications, in favor of the doctrine of 
total depravity; and suppose that that had been the 
issue at Ihe late meeting, and yon had been voted down, 
as on this question of slavery ; would not you, and those 
who sympathize with yon, secede?” “Certainly, my 
dear sir,” said he, “ certainly we would.” Now, observe; 
he would have been prompt to have lifted his heel against 
that Society, and to have denounced it ntteriy, if it had 
refused to say anything on the abstract dogma of total I 
depravity ; but when it refused to consider the claims of | 
God’s perishing poor in the land, and avowed its purpose 
virtnally to do all in its power to protect the vilest 
oppres-sirn in the world, then the Doctor says, “ No 
sioD, but another fight! ” My heart sank within me, and 
I felt that the Doctor needed a deeper baptism before he 
would be bronght to “ remember those in bonds as boand 
with them.” 

Well, the year has rolled round, and I have been wait¬ 
ing to see if there was to be “ another fight ” ; bnt I have 
beard no note of preparation ; I h-ave seen 
on the part of Dr. Cheever or bis friends, calling upon 
those who sympathize with them to come up to this an 
nual meeting of the Tract Society, and again attempt U 
lio battle in behalf of the oppressed. This forenoon is 
the lime for the meeting of the American Tract Society, 
ask (not reproachfnlly, of conr.se) where 
Cheever ? Is he to be at that meeting, unintimidated, 
faithful than evt r, if possible, in bearing his te.iti- 
tnony against the coursB of that Society. No ; tliis fu 
noon he la to be in his own church, attending a meeting 
of the Church Anti-Slavery Society, and there is 
00 “ fight.” 

This is the reason why we are compelled to criticize 
Dr. Cheever. We are thankful for all that he does that 
is anti-slavery, and ready to go as far as we onght to go

If anybody wanted 
to figbt about it, let them fight; bnt he had no idea of 
fighting. 

Mr. F. then proceeded to speak of the methods of ope¬ 
ration which seemed to him most likely to promote the 
end for which they labored ; and among these he regarded 
the passage of Personal Liberty bills as one of the most 
efficient The moment there was no hope of recovering 
the fugitive slave, slavery was at an end. Let the North 
cease to protect the slaveholder, and let the case stand 
between iheslave and his master, and then, if tbe colored 
man would not take care of himself, he (Mr. F.) would 
ask notbiog more for him. He knew he would, and 
did tbe slaveholder ; and therefore he said that this 
Union ought to he dissolved. In what manner! Simply 
by disregarding the compact oii which it stands, taking 
away its fonndation siones. And that amounted to just 
this: ceasing to be villains and scoundrels, as they always 
had been from the beginning. 

Mr. Foss said that in the West he had found many 
Democrats ready to sign the petitions for Personal 
Liberty bills, and he believed that, if proper agencies 
were put into that field, a majority of all the voters 
northern Illinois, Indiana and Ohio might be induced to 
ign a petition, this next fall, asking for laws that shonld 
prohibit slave-hunting on their soiL

Through the ontir 
iog labors of Abolitionists for a quarter of a century, the 
mission of Uncle Tom’s C-ibin, and from other causes, 
timent has been created, much thought awakened, and 
the time is at h. nd when we have a right to expect 
and to call for positive action which shall give us a real 
character for freedom. It is no less than a religious duty 
which devolves upon us to extend tbe right hand of fel¬ 
lowship and protection to the esc.uped bondmen who come 
in our midst and who would sojourn among us. If any 
political obligation rests upoa us, surely it is lo protect 
the weak against the strong, and to make the Common¬ 
wealth which we recognize as our own really “ an asylum 
for the oppressed.” To this end we should earnestly de¬ 
mand of the legislatures in our respective States such 
enactments as shall hencefinh absolutely prevent tbe 
retarn or molestation of any fugitive from slavery who 
shall in any way reach our territory and desire to remain 
therein. 

iris with a feeling of much satisfaction that we are able 
to point to Vermont as having so nobly taken the initia¬ 
tive in this work. Multitudes, who do not clearly look 
I beyond tatbe abolition and end of slavery, are shocked 
I will:, and iiearlily opposed to, in senthnent and thonght, 
the rendition of tlie fugitive to the hell of oppression Irom 
ich he or she has escaped. Those who couBtitule our 
State legislatures are not an exception. 

Taere shonld, then, be no delay in renewing onr peti¬ 
tions, and reiterating our demands, addressed to those 
who would legislate for us, for the unqualified protection 
tbe fugitive slave, and the greater security of our own 
liberties. 

The time has arrived when it is most apparent that, to 
the extent to which we fail to extend protection to the 
escaped slave, our own personal I'reedum is endangered. 

In illustration of this I have only to refer yon to Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, where several cUizens of that State are now 
lying in p.ison for having dared to be men and Christians. 
The long arm of slavery through the National govern- 
thus deprives the truest and noblest citizens of 
Ohio of their liberty, and the State has yet to come to their 
cue. The same liabilities are our own, of whatever i 
le we may be. Self-considerations and onr religious 
obligations to onr oppressed brother and sister alike | 
admonish ns to an earnest espousal of the work which 
the resolutions suggest. 

Let each and all, whether old or young, make it his 
and her special work to thoroughly circulate petitions and 
gain the largest po8.sible number of voices which may 
thus be heard asking for the legislation proposed. This 
is a work which all who have the iDclioation and will may 
do. Multitudes among the masses need only to be asked 
their siguatnres, and, with well-directed and efficient 
effort in tbe circnlation of petitions, an overwhelming and 
irresistible demonstration in behalf of personal freedom in 
dominions can readily be made on the reassem¬ 
bling of onr respective Legislatures. The good work has 
already been well begun. Let ns go forward, stroeg ' 
tbe truth, faithful iu tbe discharge of oor obligations 
Bt trying I (Jod and to our fellow-men.

oity. It is now nine years since ■Captain Isaiah Rynders 
employed by tbe slave-catehing respectability of New 
York to shut ap our mouths and drive us forth into the 
ilderneas. This he succeeded in doing, Inasmuch as we 
-mid find no place in which to open onr months for two 
Successive years in the City. But in the third year, either 
the love of the Union had waxed cold in the heart of 
Rjnders and his employers, or the aati-fiavery idea had 
grown too strong to be treated in this kind of way. and 
been permitted to take possession of the finest 
halls we can get for our money, and to say our worst in 
f larger audiences than we ever could collect 
before. Even the incidental inteirnptions of Ibonghlless 
rowdies who in former times stlected our 
meetings as occasions when they could practise their 
■ocation witbont danger from the police, have long since 
ceased to give variety and animation to onr discussions. 
The Women’s Rights Meetings seem to have reached that 
point in the attention of this class of the community, and 
be passing through precisely onr old experience. In 
the meantime, however, we are well content to have con¬ 
quered a peace by persistent patience and a resolute 
opposition of perseverance unto the end. We do not 
regard this circumstance as one of the least signs of the 
progre,s8 of onr infinence over the public sentiment of tbe 
city and the country. 

e we left entirely without witness beyond the 
limits of onr own assembly. The American Tract Society 
(of New York) held a meeting for which we are responsi¬ 
ble, in which it behaved with a tyrannous indecency, 
which it had learned of the Congressional blackguards we 
have compelled into existence, and who followed tbe in- 
strnctions they had received. The Rev. Dr. Cheever, on 
tbe other hand, in tbe Zoar of a Church Anti-Slavery 
Society, to which he hath betaken himself from tbe fiery 
threatenings 'poured down from the heaven of American 
piety on the city of onr strength, bore better testimony 
to the UDWortbiness of the American Church as to the 
slave. We might have thought his diatribes ont-Foster- 
ing Foster, and driving Pillsbnry to the wall, had rt not 
that Henry Ward Beecher, the next day, improved 
npon him in tbe keen severity of sarcasm and the 
weight of denunciation. These excellent gentlemen may 
deem it best to keep for the present from the place where 
0 ns they especially belong, by oor side on tbe 
platform of the American Anti-Slavery Society, but they 
cannot hinder ns, and the world outside, from seeing that 
their anti-slavery inspiration and strength come from the 
agitation proceeding thence. 

In every point of view, then, this Aunnai Meeting has 
been an advance, in all material particnlars, on those that 
have gone before. This, indeed, is notbiug new, and is 
the repetition of the record of each succeeding year. 
A movement having the immortal life and undying yontb 
of that against slavery must go on from strength to 
strength, and from glory to glory. It can never be killed, 
and it can die only when it is sw-ilfowed up in victory. 
We believe that every one who came np to onr assembly 
rejoiced at it and went home strengthened and enconr- 
aged. And we trust that a reviving and awakening spirit 
of activity in the great behalf we have assumed may pro¬ 
ceed forth from that meeting and give new life and energy 
tbe enterprise. And we believe that there will.

The Anniversary of tbe American Anti-Slavery was 
held at the appointed time and place, last week, with ail 
the prosperity we had prophesied for it.

The fourth page, this week, is filled with reports, 
copied from Ihe defy Journals, of the Anniversaries of 
several Snoieiles in whose proceedings onr readers will 
naturally be interested. 

The proceedings of the Church Anti Slavery Society 
will attract the special atteutiou of Abolitionists of oor 
school, and we are glad to say that the report, as far as 
it goes, is clear and reliable. Dr. Cheever’s speech was 
the most marked feature of the occasion, and The Derald't 
report, being in the main a transcript of the Doctor’s 
own notes, does him pretty good justice. Some striking 
passages, however, are considerably abbreviated, while 
others do not appear at all. Dr. Cbeever, as we nuder- 
stand him, makes some allnsious to tbe American Anti- 
Slavery Society and its friends, which we must protest 
against as alike uncalled for and unjust. He does not, 
□deed, allnde to the Society by name, bnt tbe public will 
certainly conclude that he refers to it and its friends, 
when, taking up the cry of the pro-slavery Chnroh, be 
speaks of “ those who art mad and foolish enough to throw 
away and curse both the Bible and the Constitution, because the 
nVgious slavocracgpervert and il'iim them both as their aUies.” 
We certainly do differ very widely Irom Dr. Cbeever in 
our iuterpretaliou of the U. S. Constitution, but the dif¬ 
ference involves no moral or ethical point whatever, and 
we do not care a fig whether the government shall be 
revolntionized by a direct subversion of the instrument 
or by jn anti-slavery interpretation of its provisions. 
There is no ground for division, still less for hostility 
or denunciation, in this honest difference upon a question 
of legal hermeneutics. Dr. Cbeever may say what he 
will of our “ madness and folly ” in treating tbe Consti¬ 
tution as “ a covenant with death and an agreement with 
bell ” ; be is even welcome to our platform to express his 
views upon that point; but if he means to charge the 
American Anti-Slavery Society and its friends with 
“ throwing away and cursing ” tbe Bible, he utters that 
which has no foundation in truth-which is, in effect, a 
cruel slander, fit only for pro-slavery lips. We trust be 
will promptly disclaim the interpretation which, in the 
circumatanees, the public must inevitably place upon his 
language. There tme other points in the proceedings of 
Ihe Church Anti-Slavery Society which challenge remark, 
but space fails us now. 

Tbe report of Mr. Beecher’s speech before the Boston 
American Tract Society is so poor that we regret giving 

place. It does the speaker no sort of justice. As we 
sharply rebuked Mr. B. for consenting to stand npon that 
Society’s platform of compromise, it is incumiaiDt upon 
ns to acknowledge that his speech was in no respect con¬ 
formed to that platform. Instead of t-alking in a gingerly 
way about “ those moral duties which grow out of the 
existence of slavery,” and “ those moral evils which it is 
known to promote,” he treated slavery itself as a monster 
and denounced Its perpetrators and supporters iu just 
such terms as the friends of the American Anti-Slavery 
Society are acenstomed to employ. He declared it to be 
the first duty of the slaveholder to emancipate his slaves. 
His speech, which was vastly relished by the great mass 
of those who beard it, must have been gall and worm¬ 
wood to Dr. Kirk and others of his class. The mauagers 
of the Boston American Tract Society have all along dis¬ 
claimed any intentioa of qaarrelling with the New York 
Society, but Mr. Beecher made war upon it, denouncing 
leaders and managers as the Pharisees of the present 
day and conspirators against Christianity! 

The report of the National Woman’s Rights Assooia- 

on is not as good as we could wish, bnt it will give onr 
readers a favorable impression of one of the most stirring 
and successful meetings ever held in New York. We 
have tbe authority of a geutlemau'connected with a 
Presbyterian Church iu this city for saying that the 
rowdyism by which the meeting was disturbed was in¬ 
cited, in part, by certain members of the New York Young 
Men’s Christian Association!
